M aking Haste Slowly 
Talk about the law s delays Ls an 
old story. 
For some years, the 
. bench and the bar, with, the help 
! of the lawmakers, have been tak­ 
ing steps to .speed up our legal ma­ 
chinery. 
As a result many oi ou»' 
legal processes have been stream ­ 
lined to some extent and the work 
of the courts quickened thereby. 
But there is one phase of the 
law in which few such changes 
have been made or are likely to 
be made. 
Til is is the provision for 
a reasonably long period that must 
elapse after notice is given before 
j the proposed action can take effect. 
The very purpose of the public no- 
; tice is to give all persons, affected 
by it ample notice or warning so 
i that they can protect their rights 
The minimum time may be from 
I two weeks to 90 days or more. 
This helps to delay a pending 
action or holds up a final settle­ 
ment. 
Sometimes Hie delay not 
only seems needless but is actually 
j inconvenient to some of the per- 
; sons concerned. 
Even so. the basic 
principle is sound: to give due no­ 
tice as far as possible. This is why 
various notices must be published 
j a specified number of times and 
at stated Intervals. 
Long experience has shown that 
where the rights of others are in- 
I volved this is both right and nec­ 


essary. In such m atters what seems 
to be the law s delay is really a 
safeguard. Any other course might 
easily be at the expense of the 
T ights of others. 
As a chief medi­ 
um in serving this legal purpose, 
the 
newspaper 
Is 
admirably 
adopted.
